1 . The independent claims are not in the two-part form, Rule 6.3(b) PCT. 

2. The relevant background art is not mentioned in the description, nor are these 
documents identified therein, Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT. 



Re Item Vlil 

Certain observations on the International application 

1 . The application comprises two independent method claims having many features in 
common. Therefore, the application is not concise, Article 6 PCT. 

2. Notwithstanding the clarity problems caused by "particularly", see below, the 
expression "in home networks" in claim 1 casts doubts as to whether protection is 
sought for a method of authentication for use in a home network or for a home 
network adapted to perform the method of authentication. Article 6 PCT. 
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This findings also applies to independent claim 2. 

3. The term "particular!/' in claim 1 vague. It is not clear if the following feature should 
be comprised in the scope of protection or not, Article 6 PCT. 

This is also valid for Independent claim 2. 

4. In claim 2, an antecedent definition for "the required configuration data" Is missing, 
Article 6 PCT. 
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
